A few weeks after my 
arrival in Havana I made a report to 
the secretary of state (in susbtance) 
that, in my opinion, there was no 
immediate prospect of the Spanish 
soldiers suppressing the insurrection 
in Cuba or of the insnrectionary 
troops driving the Spanish from the 
island, and that therefore, without 
outside interference, war, with its at- 
tendant horrors, would ^continue for 
an indefinite time: that the island 
was being devastated and gradually 
being reduced to an ash pile; that 
property was being destroyed every- 
where, fields burnt, and human life 
taken by both contestants under the 
most aggravating circumstances; and 
that commerce was 
being 
extin- 


guished, entailing great loss to the 
United States and to the American 
citizens resident on the island." 


It is evident now that both \ Cleve- 


land and McKinley had ample knowl- 
edge of the situation in Cuba to war- 
rant intervention long before we de- 
termined to take such 
action last 


April, after such terrible destruction 
of life and po'rperty. Strange as it 
may appear, as events have turned 
out, 
the much-derided jingoists were 


safer councillors and had clearer views 
of the situation than such apostles of 
consevatism as Cleveland and McKin- 
ley—the one a very strong man, and 
the other a weak one in the face of 
great emergencies.—Pittsburg Post.

able thus fur to even effect a, landing 
of troops. This fact speaks for itself 
And after the enormous boasting o 
the American press and people thi 
inglorious failure is doubly conspicu 
ous and is striking proof of the grea 
sxiperiority of the European system o 
standing armies." There is no quet> 
tion that an absolutist governmen 
that makes a camp or garrison of it 
territory, withdrawing a large por 
tion of its young manhood from pro 
ductive pursuits, is better preparec 
for aggressive warfare than a repub 
lie like the United States, with 
meager standing army and no. mili- 
tary system that oppresses the people. 
We have made the choice, and pre- 
fer to do without the European sys- 
tem of standing armies. The comfort 
ancl prosperity of our own people are 
better than the luxury of always hold- 
ing a club over other nations.

"This system defeats the will of 


the poeple, puts a premium on brib- 
ery and corruption, and makes reform 
on any line impossible. 


"It is evident that- it' reforms are 


to he secured, and the nation saved 
form the fate which always follows 
political corruption, the system must 
be changed and the people no longer 
entrust absolute power to irresponsi- 
ble representatives. 


"Therefore, as the only method by 


which the people can secure relief 
from existing evils, and establish a 
government which will protect all 


the votes cast, it will be thereby re- 
jected. 


"2. Fcrthe honest and effective 


enforcement of all laws, so that the 
will of the people, as expressed in the 
statutes, shall not be nullified by in- 
difference or opposition on the part of 
public servants. 


"3. For the honest and ecsnomical 


administration of the government, to 
the end that- the people be not 
burdened with unnecessary taxes. 


"We therefore invite all persons 


who believe in the right of the peo- 
ple to govern themselves, and desire 
the accomplishment of any reform, to 
unite in an effort to secure direct leg- 
islation and thus place in the hand 
of the people the power to effect any 
reform they may desire."

Historic Rocks and the States in 


the Far Distance. 


Caught in a Storm and the Company 


Bravely Faced the Dangers of 


the Elements, 


Camp Thomas, June 13.—Ab last a 


rain has visited us and the boys are 
again happy. The long wished for 
rain has come, and the dusfc on the 
drill'grounds is laid for a few days at 
least) These grounds had become al- 
most unbearable and so this delight- 
ful rain will lessen ttie hardship of 
our drills.

Off Havana With a Flnjj of Truce and 


Offers to Kxclmuse All the Castiliaul 


Captured on the Argonauta For the 
,Eight Heroes of the Merrimac, but 
Blanco Would Give Xo Melinite Answer. 


Havana, June 15.—From 'a. Spanish 


Bource it is learned that on Tuesday 
morning • two American cruisers and 
"one dispatch boat" opened fire against 
the battery at the entrance to the har- 
bor at Santiago 6e Cuba, discharging 
between 50 and 60 shots of different 
caliber. 


The batteries at Castillo del Morro 


and Castillo de La Socapa answered 
the fire and the American warships re- 
tired. At the Socapa battery three 
men were "slightly wounded." 


Monday evening about 11 o'clock the 


batteries at the entrance,to Santiago 
harbor fired upon an American vessel 
which had approached too near the 
harbor mouth. Five shots were fired 
from the batteries which were ans- 
wered by two shots from the American 
warships. 


Monday about noon what appeared 


to be a merchantman was sighted off 
Cienfuegos, about 10 miles from shore. 
The Spanish gunboat Diego Velasquez 
went to ascertain her character. When 
the stranger was within a distance of 
five miles it was seen that she was a 
cruiser. 


She hoisted the American flag and 


opened fire on the Diego Velasquez, to 
which the latter replied. At the same 
moment the Lince batteries opened fire, 
"compelling the American cruiser to 
retreat, 
apparently damaged." 
The 


Diego Velasquez was "slightly dam- 
aged." 


Tuesday an American-gun boat off 


Havana harbor appeared with a flag of 
truce. "When she reached a short dis- 
tance off the fort Lieutenant Colonel 
Ramos, on board 
the 
Spanish boat 


Flecha, weut to meet her. 


The Americans proposed an exchange 


of prisoners, or some of them, captured 
with the Spanish steamer Argonauta 
for the American prisoners taken at 
Santiago de Cuba at the sinking of the 
United States collier Merrimac. 


General Blanco, it is understood, 


gave no definite answer to the -Ameri- 
can proposal, alleging that he had re- 
ceived no instructions from the Mad- 
rid government.
